Unconstitutional, Judge’s | 
Opinion of Maternity Law 


Boston, Mass., May 4.—The Shep- 
pard-Towner act, providing for federal 
and state codperation in promoting ma- 
ternity and infancy welfare and hy- 
giene, was declared to be unconstitu- 
tional in an opinion given thie legisla- 
ture today by State Attorney General 
Allen. 

In his opinion, he said congress had 
exceeded its authority in that the leg- 
islation involved police powers which 
were reserved exclusively to the 
states. 

He suggested that Massachusetts 
might well test the validity of the act 
in the supreme court.

If no credits are forthcoming M. 
Tchitcherin can go home with dignity 
and enhanced prestige. He will have 
secured his treaty with Germany; he 
will have shown himself among Euro- 
Pean statesmen astute and skillful, and 
he will have sacrificed nothing on the 
hated altars of capitalism. 


He will also have some expectation 
of concluding before he goes a long 
series of agreements, the precedent 
being Germany. Under the German 
agreement trade will begin to make 
tentative approaches, which in the 
absence of substantial credit is al) it 
will be able to do in any case. Each 
country in turn is eager for trade ad- 
vantages and will put off the debt dis- 
cussions until another day and join the 
tentative approaches.

ests. Premier Theunis hastened to 
order Jaspar, head of the Belgian dele- 
gation at Genoa, to refuse to sign the 
allied memorandum in which the Brit- 
ish addition to the French amendment 
appeared to facilitate the Royal Dutch 
plans. M. Theunis also communicated 
Baron Empain's information about the 
Royal Dutch scheme to M. Poincare, 
who realized that here was a chance to 
deal a telling blow to Mr. Lloyd George 
and at the same time insure the fullest 
coéperation of Belgium. It is on these 
lines that the Franco-Belgian pact was 
achieved.

There has been no alatming rise of prices. The 
forecast on the eve of the strike that the country 
had sufficient reserve to last eight or ten weeks, or 
‘ More with the supplies from nonunion fields, ap- 
pears justified, But it is obvious that we cannot 
£0 on in this way indefinitely, even with manufac- 
turing at a low ebb, and domestic demand elimi- 
nated. We approach a erisis, surely, however 
slowly. 

If we fail to settle the difficulties avail stop the 
Strike before we reach that crisis, business will be 
checked, factories will be closed, trains will be dis- 
continued, public utilities such as gas, electr 
power, and light will be hampered, millions of per- 
sons wil] be thrown out of employment, and suffer- 
ing will be great. Months or years will be required

prosperity. A hasty and inadequate settlement will 
result. 

Now is the time to avoid such overwhelming 
evils, while we still have fuel with which to oper- 
ate and time to correct the troubles which beset 
the coal industry, and through it all the industry 
of the nation.

We know that our bituminous mines have a 
‘potential capacity of 750,000,000 tons a year, while 
the norma] demand for consumption is only about 
500,000,000 tons a year. That obviously means part 
time operation. The resultant waste in the unpro- 

uctive hours of the worker, the higher daily wage 
that goes with the short year, the fixed charges 

d depreciation that go with idle mine plants and 

e railroad equipment has been estimated at not 

than $500,000,000 a year. The nation pays this 
- gost of bad management. The wage loss in idle 
_ days of miners has been estimated at $600,000,000 
a year. Such losses are due largely to fluctuation 
in demand for coal, which in this country ranges 
from 16 per cent below the average to 15 per cent 
above. In Great Britain that fluctuation has been 
reduced to about 8 per cent against our 31 per cent. 

What has been accomplished there can be accom- 
plished here, According to the United States geolog- 
ical survey a storage of 61,000,000 tons is sufficient 
to equalize production and transportation if it is 
properly distributed. At the beginning of this strike 
we had that much in storage. That indicates that 
we have facilities for equalization of demand if 
we would use them properly. Something could be 
done to stimulate such use. 

The discovery of similar facts concerning the in- 
dustry and the proposal of measures to bring about 
a correction should be the work of the coal indus- 
try. It has failed for years. Therefore it now 
Seems reasonable for a higher authority—-the gov- 
ernment—to act.

LOOKING EUROPE IN SHE FACE. 

Chicago, May. 2.—The article by Col. 
R. R. McCormick in Tux Tarn- 
une of May 2 is a gentiine and much 
needed contribution to American pub- 
Iie opinion. I sincerely hope it is not a 
solitary effort, but marks the begin- 
ning of a series. It will require @ se- 
ries to arouse the American people (to 
the dangers of the situation. — 

Under the influence of foreign propa- 
ganda, all the more dangerous apparent- 
ly to American common sense because 
it is fathered by lords, ladies, counts 
and princes, we are being slowly led 
up to a magnificent “ hands across the 
sea ” demonstration in favor of the can- 


cellation of our European debts. We 
are apparently joyously abandoning our 
right to think for ourselves, and are 
adopting a sweetly sentimental humani- 
tarian, idealistic, chautauqua salute way 
of thinking of European affairs; whicna 
cannot but work us harm if fit is allowed 
to continue. 

TI have also returned from Europe, 
after a stay of some two years, where 
I was a newspaper representative, and I 
find myself in daily revolt against the 
attitude of my American fellow citizens, 
who apparently feel that forgiving the 
debts is a fine gesture which we all can 
afford to make. But as you properiy 
say, forgiving the debts will not re- 
store service of railroads, will not de- 
stroy the vexatious customs barriers nor 


in°the tilling of an additional acreage 
of land. This forgiveness gesture which 
s0 many are demanding will not end in 
the touching of Europé with a magic 
wand, which will develop a millennium ; 
it will. simply remove from American 
control the last instrument by which 
American authorities can compel these 
people to put their houses in order, nam*- 
ly, the debts they owe ts,

. 22, a section which provides that when

made by the secretary of state, auditor 
of public accounts, and attorney gen- 
eral. 

Following the adoption of this pro- 
posal a motion to reconsider the vote 
was declared lost under the gavel and 
the section went to the committee on 
phraseology and style. There were 
calls for a division on the motion for 
reconsideration, but they were unheed- 
ed by Chairman Woodward in the face 
_of the heavy aye vote. 

Debated for Three Hours. 

_ Adoption of this section followed a 
debate of three hours. Delegate Lee 
Mighell of Kane county made an effort 
to have submitted to the people the 
. question of county representation in 

the assembly, but it was defeated. 
- As adopted the section reads: 

“In cage the general assembly fails 

to make an apportionment at its first 
-gepsion following the time fixed in the 
constitution for making such appor- 
tionment, it shall be the duty of the 
secretary of state, auditor of public ac- 


the office of the governor and make an 
apportionment in accordance herewith 
within ninety days after the adjourn- 
ment.” 
County Representation Beaten. 

At the afternoon session Delegate 
“Mighell again brought up the county 
~ Yepresentation proposition with a reso 
lution providing for submission of the 
question in 1926. It was defeated on 
roll call, 57 to 21. The convention then 
adopted, 74 to 4, the amendment au- 
thorizing the joining of counties which 
have insufficient population to secure 
a proportion of the downstate repre- 
sentation. 

The section providing for the consoli- 
dation of government in Cook county 
was adopted, 78 to 1. By unanimous 
vote the convention also approved a 
section authorizing Chicago to levy an 
‘additional tax after consolidation is 
authorized; providing that new consoll- 
dations shall not affect adversely the 
rights acquired by Chicago under the 
consolidation act of 1915, and providing 
that, with the consent of the city, the

ANOTHER WORD ON TWINE FOR 
NEST BUILDERS. 

EAR BOB: I was particularly in- 
terested in your recent article on 
“Twine for Nest Builders,” as I 
have made a practice for many 

years of putting out twine for the 
birds. 

One day last summer I took off thir- 
ty-four snells with fish hooks attached 
that I had been using on a set line, as 
they had been in a few days and 
needed drying. I hung these snells, 
which were of cord, over the lower 
limb of a cedar tree in my back yard, 
just before dark. The next morning 
about 9 o'clock I went out to get them 
and to my surprise they were gone. 
I asked friend wife if she had taken 
them. She said she had not and we 
both agreed that they must have been 
stolen. The thought came to me that 
possibly a bird had taken them, but I 
soon decided that no bird could have 
taken all those snelis from that limb 
without some of the hooks catching and 
remaining there. 

I knew that a cat bird had a nest tn 
the vines that were over the back 
porch, but the leaves were thick and I 
never looked closely at the nest. 

Imagine my surprise in the fall when 
the leaves dropped to see the nest there 
in the vines made mostly out of my 
snelis and fish hooks. Each hook was) 
so worked in the nest building as to | 
be on the outside of the nest, and the 
hooks were caught in the wire thai 
supported the vine.
